If this be inadvi 
able or unacceptable the, 
Powers, who are now fully re- 
presented here in the diplomatic 
sense, may well feel disposed to 
record a formal protest against 
actions which the Council has 
intimated its powerlessness to 
prevent. A protest thus regis~ 
jtered would be of much value in 
whole of this major episode 
ithe future when, assuredly, the 
international relationships ‘with 
China must come under review 
Tt would serve too to establish 
the fact, bevond any shadow of 
‘a doubt, that while cooperating, 
in the defence of the Settlement, 
the Powers who, with Japan, are 
responsible for ‘the Settlement’s 
status, are in no way associated 
with ‘actions, which, however 
justified from Japan's point of 
view, are not endorsed by them. 





In issues, where complicated| 
Jquestions of jurisdiction, diplo- 
matic position and constitutional 
practice are involved, it is easy 
jon the ignorance of the general 
public. It is difficult for the 
authority attacked to dispose of| 
the anxietics of well-intentioned 
friends by a clear-cut definition. 
But, in sober truth, the legal

Sino-Japanese relations, ‘They 
appreciate, however, the solid ad- 
vantages to be gained by refrain- 
for unprincipled erities to play’ 
ing from any movements or re- 
presentations which, so far from. 
maintaining those advantages for

dissipate them, without achieving 
jmore than a general disaster. On 
this consideration, perhaps, the

Business in the International 
Settlement has been seriously 
interrupted by the distressing 
fevents of the last fortnight. An 
important suburb is in rains and 
is still being subjected to the 
destructive malevolence of 
fhostile artillery and air craft. 
Te is quite impossible for 
the inhabitants of the Settle- 
Iment to regard life as normal 
and to be able placidly to 
resume their usual avocations 
jeven when the fiercest part of 
the upheaval has given way to 
fa less. constant _{aterruption. 
reat material losses have been 
curred to the definite closure 
Jot various trading activities. 
The energies of a large number 
lor residents have been deflected 
towards the active consideration 
lof measures for the defence of 
the Settlement and other plans 
to allevinte personal suffering 
which has been caused. Yet 
there is every reason to insist on 
the need for a really deter- 
mined effort to enable normality 
to be approached if not complete- 
ly restored. ‘The Chinese com- 
munity of Shanghai, while busily 
fengaged with its normal ogeupa- 
tions has shown itself, on the 
whale, quite irresponsive to the 
communist tendencies so. pre- 
[valent in more unsettled regions. 
With trade at a standstill, how- 
Jever, and the streets crowded 
with’ unemployed and the re- 
Tugees from Chapel, a very 
different state of affairs might 
eventually ensue. If Shanghai 
folds its hands and accepts the 
present disaster as a visitation 
against which there can be no 
provision, it is inviting a direr 
calamity.’ An attempt should at 
Jonce be made to release from its 
present restrictions the current 
lof trade in the Settlement. 
Necessarily the current will be 
‘deflected and interrupted by 

jlitary operations which are 
still in the offing and may before 
Tong become more intense, but 
oniy, it is to be hoped, for a 
very limited time, Shanghai has 
‘a reputation for practical com- 
monsense and its citizens of all 
nationalities are credited with an 
ability to turn crises of whatever 
kind to ood account and to be 
fable unerringly to extract from 
those crises, for elimination, the 
factors adverse to commercial 
lenterprise. It must be recosnis 
fed that political disquietade has 
played a great part in preventing 
the return to normal pursuits. 
Shanghai wauld hardly be human 
ff the excitement and arief of 
the moment had not brought in 
their train some feeling of dis- 
taste for the resumption of 
business. This phase should be 
brought to an end at the eurliest 
possible monient. Tt is a duty. 
which Shanghai owes to itself 
land to the magnificent reputation 
which it has created as a centre 
lof vigorous international trade.

The 
events of the last fortnight have 
undoubtedly awakened such feel- 
ings of military elation in the 
Chinese troops that—not un- 
naturally—they and, especially, 
thelr newly-discovered  support- 
ers, ate disinclined to perceive 
the advantages of a prudent re- 
cognition of hard military facts. 
There has been a definite reali 
tion by responsible Chinese busi- 
ness men of the seriousness of 
mistaking a gallant resistance for 
proof of a capacity to stem the 
tide of the advance of a mo- 
dern, fully-equipped and adequate 
military force of all arms. Vari- 
ous circumstances, polit 
chological, temperamental 
material, "have contributed to 
limit the effectiveness, of this 
commonsense argument. Is. it 
possible that General Uyeda’ 
‘statement will reinforce that 
argument to good purpose? ‘The 
19th Route Army requires to be 
‘saved from itself. If it could be 
permitted to withdraw from the 
‘ine which it has so. gallantly 
held, it would” be saved—and 
honourably saved—to earn the re- 
cognition of its countrymen for 
having given a new meaning to 
Chinese valour. The ignorance

General Uyeda shows clearly 
that Vice-Admiral Nomura spoke 
‘with strict accuracy when he em- 
Phasised that the Government of 
Japan had enjoined on them both 
the exercise of the utmost caution 
in their operations here. The 
door to diplomatic discussion is 
not closed. If there could be a 
withdrawal. from Chapei of the 
troops, whose presence there has 
drawn upon that place the 
horrors of bombardment and 
bombing, a great point would be 
gained. “It seems surprising, to 
all except those with bitter ‘ex- 
perience of the waywardness of 
Chinese polities, that, even nov, 
no real effort seems to have been 
made to reduce the authority un 
der which the’ Chinese troops are 
fighting or rather defending 
themselves from attack, to a 
lear, understandable, tangible 
entity. The tragedy of | the 
situation lies, not so much in

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BRITISH TARIFFS 
Feb, 10. 


The House of Commons is 
engaged in setting in train 
the application of a tariff as 
a remedy for British financial 
dificulties. The idea of a 10 per| 
cent. flat rate is not palatable to 
the Liberal and Labour members| 
lof the Cabinet, but by a special 
dispensation they are allowed 
to vote and speak against it 
without resigning their | seats. 
The telegrams show that a 
strong Tariff Board, or Com-| 
mission. is to be set’ up. This! 
naturally implies the provision 
of facilities for making the tariff 
revenue-producing and protec- 
tive as well. One of the 
strongest arguments adduced by 
Free Traders against the system 
of Protection is the danger of 

ating the appetite of indus- 
try for barriers against com- 
petition. It is always. pointed 
lout that the protection of one 
industry will invariably lead to 
claims for the protection of 
another. Then, too, an industry 
imperfectly organised or in- 
efficiently equipped might at- 
tempt to make a good case out 
for protection to mitigate. the 
effects of its own shortcomings. 
Above all, the power to impose a 
tariff through political channels 
is a very dangerous one in that 
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various forms of undesirable 
[pressure from which British 
polities have on the whole been 
pleasantly free in modern times. 
The setting up of a strong, 
impartial and independent au- 
thority is therefore a measure 
which greatly conduces to the 
removal of very valid objections 
from the Free Trade point of 
view. 

A. most interesting example 
ean be derived from the recent 
history of India. In the day 
before the influence of the 
politician could make itself felt 
in more active form than meré 
oratorieal persuasion, that is, 
when the bureaueratic govern- 
ment invariably maintained @ 
complete majority in a largely 
nominated legislature, which i 
those days had but limited 
powers, the benefits of a free 
trade policy were secured te 
India without question. Lord 
Incheape’s free trade principles 
may be said to have beon active- 
ly stimulated by his Indian ex- 
perience, and he quite rightly 
was convinced that free trade 
served the general interests of 
the predominantly agricultural 
population of India. For quite 
Jother reasons the Indian politi- 
cians took the opposite view, 
Out of a belief that Indi 
political inferiority was deriv 
from the circumstance that she 
lexported raw materiale and 
imported manufactured goods, 
he was very anxious to eatablish 
‘Indian owned and Indian manage 
fed industries, For that, and 
other reasons he consistently 
advocated the adoption of a 
policy of protection, Therefore, 
when in 1921 the new Montford 
Constitution came into foree, one 
of the earliest efforts of | the 
Indian majority in the Legisla. 
ture was to urge the Government 
to impose a policy of protection, 
The Governnient felt it desirable 
to be responsive to this view, 
although by virtue of | the 
‘special powers vested in it, it 
‘could have resisted these efforts 
in the last resort, It appointed 
4 Tariff Commission and arrang- 
ed for the Commission to have 
strong political representation 
with a ood sprinkling of sound 
business men. The result was 
that the device of a Tariff Board 
was instituted in order to ensure 
that the protective poli 
Government was discriminating 
ly directed. Sir Charles Innes, 
the present Governor of Burma, 
then Commerce Member in the 
Viceroy’s Cabinet, confessed that, 
if the interosts of the majority 
of the Indian masses were con- 
sulted, a policy of protection 
would’ not be enforced, ‘He ,te- 
cognised, however, the’ strenkth 
of political opi 
and he therefo 
policy of discriminating protece 
tion. In the result, the Taritt 
Board haa proved. fo be a most 
valuable check on excessive pro- 
tectionist tendencies and also a 
safeguard against political 
corruption, From the first the 
Government made it clear that 
the Tarif Board would bg 
independent in the best sense of 
the term, and by judicious 
selection of its members these 
conditions have been fulfilled, 
In other words, although the 
Tariff Board has received a mum 
ber of claims for protection, 
none of those claims have been 
granted without the most care 
ful and exhaustive enquiry, and 
a large number of them’ ‘have 
been turned down, 
It is. satisfactory, 
to see that the British Govern- 
ment are proceeding on the same 
lines. The new Tariff Board is 
to be composed of men well paid 
land of severe judicial impartial- 
ity combined with sound know- 
ledge of business.
